In  submitting  ray  eighth  Annual  Report  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the 
work  has  been  carried  on  in  the  Health  Department  in  a  satisfactory 
manner.  I  have  received  every  help  from  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  his  Staff  and  I  thank  them  for  their  co-operation  at  all  times. 
Again  this  year  the  campaign  for  the  immunisation  of  children  against 
Diphtheria  has  given  proof  of  its  effectiveness  for  only  two  cases 
were  notified  in  the  Urban  Area,  We  had  thirty  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  and  a  small  epidemic  of  measles  -  221  cases  in  all.  The 
general  health  of  the  population  has  been  good  but  there  is  a  crying 
need  for  more  houses.  We  have  over  a  thousand  persons  on  our  register 
at  the  present  time.

Gent lemen. 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  fourteenth  Annual 
Report  being  for  the  year  1947,  and  in  doing  so  have  followed  the 
suggestions  contained  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  170/47, 

The  task  of  Inspecting  property  and  making  a 
complete  detailed  record  of  conditions  found  proceeded  smoothly 
during  the  year  under  review.  When  the  lime  does  arri /e  for  us  to 
take  action  by  clearing  whole  areas  or  the  demolition  of  individual 
unfit  houses,  these  records  will  be  of  Inestimable  value  and  greatly 
reduce  the  amount  of  time  and  labour  necessary  for  the  execution  of 
plans  of  which  this  Is  some  of  the  spade  work. 

1 

Elsewhere  in  the  report  will  be  found  details  of 
action  taken  against  rats  and  mice  and  it  is  only  by  waging 
relentless  war  on  these  pests  that  premises  liable  to  infestation 
are  kept  free. 

Again  I  am  pleased  to  place  on  record  the 
co-operation  we  always  receive  from  the  Slaughterhouse  Manager  - 
Mr.  P.  Foster  -  and  the  men  there  employed.  It  Is  not  generally 
realised  by  the  ratepayer  that  the  inspection  of  carcases  alone 
necessitates  an  inspector  visiting  the  slaughterhouse  each  morning 
at  about  7,30  a,m0  winter  and  summer  in  order  to  examine  meat  which 
has  to  be  removed  from  the  premises  before  slaughtering  can  again 
proceed,  and  the  fact  that  the  work  proceeds  smoothly  even  on  cold, 
dark  winter  mornings,  reflects  credit  on  the  personnel  at  the 
slaughterhouse.  In  my  Annual  Report  for  1946  I  ventured  to  hope 
that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  we  may  be  allowed  to  build  a 
small  modern  abattoir  and  in  this  report  for  1947,  I  again  give 
expression  to  that  hope  because  the  premises  at  present  used  are 
totally  Inadequate  and  absolutely  unfit  for  the  purpose  as  judged 
by  any  reasonable  modern  standard. 

Finally,  Gentlemen,  I  should  like  to  place  on  record 
my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  and  understanding  shown  to  me  at 
all  times  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  loyalty  and 
assistance  I  have  always  received  from  the  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department , 


There  was  only  one  slaughterhouse  in  use  during  the  year 
and  514  visits  were  made  for  the. purpose  of  inspection. 

The  number  of  carcases  inspected  was  6,893  comprising  2,348 
Oxen,  968  Calves,  3^520  Sheep  and  57  Pigs, 

142  whole  carcases  and  the  following  organs  were  found  to 
be  unsound  or  diseased  and  were  condemned  as  unfit  fog1  human 
consumption.

Only  one  sewer  treatment  was  undertaken  during  the 
year  when  156  manholes  were  "baited.  Thirty-three  takes 
were  recorded  with  an  estimated  kill,  calculated  on  the 
amount  of  poison  "bait  consumed,  of  123, 


The  Council’s  tip  was  treated  on  five  separate 
occasions  when  a  total  of  1,107  pre-baits  were  laid,  381 
poison  "baits  were  laid  and  102  bodies  picked  up.  This 
gives  an  estimated  kill  of  1,035,  When  baiting  the  tip 
the  number  of  bodies  picked  up  in  no  way  indicates  the 
total  kill  because  baits  are  laid  at  the  entrance  to  holes 
and  runs  on  the  tip  face  and  when  the  bait  has  been  eaten, 

the  rats  retire  into  the  tip  to  die.  To  find  the  bodies 

would  necessitate  cutting  away  the  tip  face  which,  of  course, 
is  unthinkab le , 

A  total  of  169  Private  Dwellings  were  inspected  and 

70  of  these  treated,  with  an  estimated  kill  of  325,  Other
